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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants are hereby informed that the restriction requirement of the 
previous communication is hereby finalized. Applicants' arguments for traversing are not 
convincing. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-11, 15, 16, 18, 19, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Suzuki et al '305. 

The cited prior art is of record in the previous communications and discloses a 
newspaper that is coated or treated with a composition comprising components A and B 
as claimed. Patentees teach in column 2, lines 45-54 that it is known to treat newspaper 
with a composition comprising organic fluorine and substituted succinic acid and/or 
substituted succunic acid derivative. Patentees further teach in column 10, lines 8-33, 
that the base paper may contain "sizing agents such as... emulsion sizing 
agent... synthetic sizing agent... reactive sizing agent (AKD, alkenylsuccinic anhydride)". 
Applicants argue that patentees do not teach to add said agent in the coating 
composition as claimed; however, it is herein pointed out that a sizing agent is a 
composition that is used to coat a substrate. It is the Examiner's position that the use of 
the claimed component (C) as a sizing agent in a formulation such as claimed, to coat 
the substrate would have been obvious, or would have been well within the limit of skills 
of the ordinary practitioner.
